York State 
Supreme Court justice. 

Chaperau’s sentence, while orig- 
inally put at five years, already had 
been cut by Federal Judge Hulbert, 
on motion of the prosecution, to 
two years minus the time served 
while awaiting trial — which made 
the actual sentence about 18 
months. His unpaid $5,000 fine +il) 
regain in judgment against hint 
Benny paid a $10,000 fine; Buins 
$8, loo.

However, our files reveal that in late 1939 Bums, 
whose true name is Nathan^ irnbaum, was the subject of a 
smuggling (jewels and clothing investigation which was not con- 
ducted by this Bureau. He was subsequently convicted, given a 
suspended sentljnce of one year and one day, and paid an $8, 000 
fine. (54-717) 


The central files of the FBI, including the files of 
the Identification Division, contain no additional pertinent infor- 
mation concerning captioned individual based upon background 
information submitted in connection with this name check request.

In 1943, Burns was reported to be a sponsor of the Committee for the 
Care of Children in Wartime, which organization allegedly lad Communist Party 
affiliations and connections. Burns, however, was believed to be unaware of the 
true nature of the organization. ( 100 - 92879 - 24 ) 


In the early 1940’s, Burns waB reported to be a member of the 
Hollywood Democratic Committee, cited as a communist front by the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee On Un-American Activities in a 1948 report. In 
June. 1945, Borns was also listed as a member of the executive council of the 
Hollywood Independent Citizen^ Committee of the Arts, Sciences and P^^ ons 
(HICCASP), successor to the Hollywood Democratic Committee. The HICCA&p 

was also cited as a communist front by the California gw*® !p2l%£l52$2>-3 
mittee Gb Un-American Activities in its 1948 report. (100-1972 fu t, zi,auu xo r 
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
